Nearing Impossibility 


A DISPATCH announces that German inven- 
r\ tors have perfected a means of disabling 
aircraft by a powerful radio wave which puts 
the rrtagneio of the motor out of action.

to be susceptible Ui the radio. 
Some experi- 


menting has been done with considerable suc- 
cess aJong the latter line. 


Nevertheless, it is a disquieting invention. 


The hast war saw many new and horrible de- 
vices for killing'introduced—airplanes, poison 
pas. flame, etc. There can be no doubt that 
another war, now or at any time in the future, 
will call upon the advances that science has 
made since 1918 for additional and more ter- 
rible means of slaughter. 
It is already freely 


predicted that the "nation in arms" of 1914-18 
will be succeeded, in the next war, by nations 
under fire through a new efficiency of new 
weapons which will spread devastation not 
only along the front of the contending armies 
hut hundreds of miles behind the lines, subject- 
ing the whole populations of belligerent na- 
tions to death and misery. Not long since our 
chemical warfare service announced with some 
complacency the discovery of a poison gas of 
which a small amount dropped over a city from 
an airplane would render even New York un- 
inhabitable, so that "not even a rat could es- 
cape." 
To carry it there are now perfected 


fdrplanes which can be controlled by wireless, 
needing not even a pilot. One may conceive of a 
war fought by mechanics, electricians and 
chemists at long range, without risk, by mix- 
ing deadly poisons and pressing switches. 


Such a sort of warfare, granted that one's 


own country had the lead in poisons and en- 
gineering savagery, may appeal to a certain 
type of mind. But to one of any humanity it 
is unthinkable. Its contemplation as an active 
possibility—and let it be born in mind that it 
is a distinct possibility right now—reduces the 
illusion of the greatness and glory of war to a 
patent absurdity. It was always absurd, though 
with certain redeeming features that obscured 
its absurdity, to people and nations of a pre- 
datory type. Now science is stripping it of all 
but its deadly horrors and its grim absurdity. 


War is a vanishing institution. 
As the 


glittering plate of armor of the mounted knight 
disappeared when invention placed a gun in 
the hand of the lowly foot soldier, so war it- 
self is doomed to disappear before the scien- 
tific discoveries that make it unbearable. The 
world is fumbling around for something to 
take its place as a solvent of disputes between 
nations. And it will be found. For the world 
has very nearly reached the point when popu- 
lations, threatened with war, will rise and say 
to their politicians: 


"Forget your prestige, your politics, your 


schemes for colonies and wealth! 
What are 


they beside the lives of us and our families? 
Settle your quarrels, as honorably and justly 
ta you can—but settle them!" 


Go to it, Gamaliel 


'THE federal budget law is not a perfect in- 


•*• strument. It puts more responsibility than 
authority upon the president, its terms opening 
the way for unfair shouldering of waste upon 
the executive for which he is not responsible. 
Yet no further demonstration of its value is 
required than the summary made public by 
President Harding in his address to the recent 
Washington conference of government officials. 
The newspapers called it a "business meeting," 
the quotation marks advertising the unusual 
icloa of business in governmental affairs. And 
i: \v;is not miscalled. Perhaps the most busi- 
^e.ss-like part of the whole proceeding came 
when the president departed from his formal 
manuscript and shook a very business-like fin- 
ger of warning in the faces of his audience of 
lederal executives. 


The country will undoubtedly back up the 


president in his urgence that department offi- 
cials stop trying to slip something over on the 


budget by talking sweetly to congressional com- 
mittees for more money than is allotted them. 
That such a thing is possible has long been not- 
ed as the weak point in the budget arrange- 
ments. Theoretically, congress has the power 
completely to ignore the budget recommenda- 
tions of the president. If a congress wanted 
to it could load an administration with an im- 
possible burden, and experience of American 
politics does not warrant great confidence that 
Buch an enterprise will never be attempted. 
So when the president warned his executives 
that some of them might lose their jobs if they 
did not desist from the effort to get around the 
budget limitations, he was acting justifiably 
in self-defense. 
It might be a good thing if 


some venturesome official .were to make him 
prove it. It would establish a most useful pre- 
cedent. 


What the United States has always lacked 


in its governmental affairs is business proce- 
dure. It is the greatest spending enterprise in 
the world, and probably there have been few 
that beat it for waste. That was not so large a 
matter to the average citizen a generation ago, 
for taxation was light and the expense of run- 
ning the country was small. A comparatively 
large amount of waste could be ignored because 
nobody felt it particularly. 
The country was 


proportionately too rich to be bothered, as ap- 
pears from the historically unique phenomenon 
that presented itself once years ago when the 
government had actually more money in the 
treasury than it knew what to do with. 


But "them days are gone forever," or for 


at least the lifetime of this and the next gener- 
ation. The war pyramided the public debt to 
a point where it began to mean something to 
the average man, and multiplied expensive fed- 
eral agencies. Business in governmental meth- 
ods is becoming increasingly more necessary, as 
the income and other less direct taxes make 
themselves severely felt. 


The main-spring of a business method in 


disbursing the government funds is a central 
authority and responsibility. That is provid- 
ed, after a fashion, by the budget law. 
And 


President Harding, on the basis of the showing 
he has made in keeping down expenses and cut- 
ting into the imposing deficit and debt, is en- 
titled to suggest some unofficial but highly 
practical 
improvements 
in 
budget-making 


which will help to propagate the idea of re- 
sponsibility among spenders of the people's 
money.
